Indications are that in the very 
near future all kinds of meat will 
be a great deel “cheaper, and as 
is usually the case it will be 
brought sapout, not because the 
meat barons have repented, 
but for the simple reason that 
they have failed to buy up all 
the meat in the world.

AUSTRALIAN CIVIL SERVICE 


The recent report on the civit 
service in the Commonwealth of 
Australia, ‘issued by the Peablie 
Service Commissioner, is deserv- 
ing of carefut consideration. The 
commissioner draws attention to 
the fact that there is, ant has 
oeen for some time a serious lack 
of successful candidates for jnn- 
ior clerkships. So much is ‘this 
the case, indeed, that in New 
South Wales, at no time since the 
establishment of federation. has 
the number of competiters for 
appointment as clerk beer such 
as°to furnish appointees to the 
number and of the caliber neces- 
sary for the efficient and econ. 
mical conduct of the departments. 

The situation is, of course, a 
highly unsatisfactory one. The 
junior clerk of today will he 
the senior clerk of tomorrow, and 
as a matter of fact, he represents 
the foundation of the whole civil 
caliber and 
ability of the junior clerk must, 


in time govern the caliber and 


ability of the whole service, and 


so it ig a matter of the utmost( _ 


importance to attract to the po si- 
tion of junior clerk the very 
best ability obtainable. It is 
not improbable that, as the report 
Seems to indicate, the root of 
the difficulty» will be found to 
lie in the question of the entrance 
examination... Those who are 
most familiar with examinations 
of all kinds are most ready to 
admit that at best they are only 
a very rough and ready test of 
ability, and often, if rigorously 
adhered to, have the effect of 
excluding those who are most 
fitted for the work to which the 
examination represents an en- 
trance. Examinations of some 
kinds are, of course, necessary, 
but there is a growing conviction 
that they should be of the broad- 
est possible nature, and that they 
should not be the only test al- 
lowable of fitness for the posi- 
tion involved. 

In these cireumstances it is 
particularly weleome to {ind that 
the Australian government is 
red to make a considerable 
on in regard to the civil 


service by throwing open the of- 
fice of junior clerk to all re- 
turned soldiers who have passed 
a prescribed examination con- 
ducted by a university or other 
public examining body in any 
part of the British dominions, 
The concession seems to be an 
especially wise one.
